All of the Public Choices Fail — Grover Hughes Beats 
Good Opposition in Overnight Handicap- 
Plans for Shipment to Cuba. 



Cincinnati, O.. November C, — S<TOiid and third 
choices were successful in all the races at Latonia 
ibis aftemo«*n and at;aiu the hackers of favorites 
fared poorlj'. Changed track conditions, due to 
Jieavy rains last night and early this morning were 
fin the mnin responsible for the upsets In form cal 
dilations, and brought about a reductlou in the 
volume of speculation. The original fifth race was 
called off on account of withdrawals and an extra 
race was substituted. The latter was a six-furlongs 
affair and brought out a shifty tmnd of platers. 

The slx-fnrioiigs handicap went to (Jrover Hughes, 
which ran today in his best form and was aided to 
victory by a grxKl ride from C. Turner. He led his 
opponents throughout and brought up st'veral lengths 
in udvonco of llalelght I*. D.. th<; favorite. 

Tay Pay was suited to a nicety h}* the going and 
won the closing dash in his usual impressive fash- 
ion. Falcada, the favorite, was forced out to the 
last ounce to hold Sir Cleges safe for second place. 

The opener brought out a poor band of maiden 
two-year-old fillies and resulted in Miss Thorpe’s 
graduation. She was at liberal odds, due to support 
for Snarl. In the second race. Gates, an over- 
whelming choice, brought un^far in the rear. J. W. 
Schorr’s Hamilton winning over Green and Tod- 
dling. Morristown and Wolf’s Baths ran coupled in 
this race on account of both being trained by “Jack” 
Baker. 

Sylvestris spoiled an attempted coup for T. W. 
Flynn when she cantered away from Rut>ia Granda 
in the third. The latter was heavily supported but 
had to be hard urged to take second money. 

The three-horse combination, consisting of Grover 
Hughes. Royal Captive and Tay Pay, paid its back- 
ers $323 for $2. Miss Thorpe and Hamilton, in the 
two-horse play, yielded $75.20. 

Phil Reilly, clerk of the scales at the Coenr 
d’Alene, Victoria and Vancouver tracks, was among 
t(Hlay’s visitors. He spoke glowingly of racing pro.s 
in the far northwest and of elaborate improve- 
ments to be made at Coeur d’Alene. The mutuel 
style of betting Is in vogue at Victoria and Van- 
couver. Ten per cent commission Is deducted by 
the associations on all money bet at these tracks, 
besides the breaks under a dime. This Is equivalent 
fo more than double the commission on Kentucky 
tracks. 

Jockeys Gould, A. Burton and J. Henr}' were each 
suspended for the rest of the meeting by the starter 
for Insubordination at the post. 

T. W. Flynn announced torlay that he would dis- 
pose of all his horses in training by auction on 
Prlday next in the paddock at Latonia. 

Jockey Taplin will leave tomorrow for his home 
in California to rest for about a mouth, after which 
he will go to Juarez, Mex., to ride free lance dnring 
the winter. 

The special train provided to convey racers and 
passengers from here to New Orleans, en route to 
Havana. Cuba, will leave on Tuesday next. At 
present ten cars of horses have been booked to make 
the trip and It Is likely that four additional car- 
loads will be added l)eforc the date of departure. 
The usual sleepers, dining cars and day coaches will 
be attached for the use of owners, trainers. Jockeys 
and race followers Intending to take advantage of 
the reduced rates for the trip. 

T. P. Hayes has decided to rest his horses this 
w’inter and will ship to Louisville at the close of 
the Latonia meeting. 

The H. C. Hallcnbeok racers will be sent at the 
close of this meeting to Louisville. Worth and 
several others will be turned out to run in the 
roomy paddocks at the Jake Greenberg farm near 
I.«oui6ville. 

The Henry McDaniel consignment. Intended for 
shipment to Juarez, will number twenty head, in- 
cluding Amon. 

E. R. Bradley will ship Lovo-Not to his Idle Hour 
Farm near I^exlngton. Ky., to be mated with Sain. 
Jack Atkin Is due to arrive shortly at the Bradley 
establishment, which will then have a quartet of 
good stallions in Sain, Jack Atkin, Cunard and 
Helmet. ’The stud fee for Sain will be $.300, Cu- 
nard, $250, Jack Atkin $150 and Helmet $50. Mr. 
Bradley mated five mares to Helmet last spring. 

J. r. Strode will send several of his horses to 
Cuba In charge of hig son, J. A. Strode.

W. K. Vanderbilt’s stable Jockey, 
expects to leave France for America in a few days. 
O’Neill heads the list of riders on the fiat in 
France this season, with J4H wins in 672 mounts. 
Johnny Reif comes next with 115 wins in 468 
mounts.

Plans Under Way for Thirty Days of Racing at 
Columbia, S. C., Begizming November 30. 



Washington, D. C., November 6. — This was Ladies* 
Day at M.arlboro, but as rain fell all d^ the at- 
tendance was not up to cxpectHtlons. 'The track 
was In poor condition, but there were few scratches 
and gooti sized fields went to the post in the dlf 
ferent races. Tin* talent did not have much suc- 
cess in their efforts to pick the mud runners., Shll- 
lalah being the only winning first choice. 

If the plans of the promoters of this meeting do not 
miscarry, they will have a track to fill the gap that 
is now vacant between the end of racing at Norfolk 
and the opening at Charleston. They are negotiat- 
ing for the track at Columbia, S. C., and accord- 
ing to present indications, they will secure it. in 
which event a thirty-days’ meeting will l»e given at 
that place beginning on Thanksgiving Day. 

II. I). Brown, manager of the Laurel and Havana 
tracks, was amotig those who witnessed the racing 
here this afternoon, and he acted as one of the 
stewards during the day.

RICHARD CROKER LEADS IRISH OWNERS. 



Richard Croker, former leader of the Tammany 
organization in New York City, and owner of the 
celebrated race horse Dobbins, which beat the fam- 
ous Domino, .and also owner of the great Orby, win 
ner of the Epsom Derby, heads .he list of winning 
owners in Ireland for the racing season of 1911 
with a total of $30,000. This ainount, it is more 
than likely, would have been largely increased w*ere 
it not fur the fact that an unprecedented state of 
affairs was caused with regard to Irish racing on 
account of the late strike of railroad employes in 
Ireland, which W’iped out some of the most impor- 
tant of the fall meetings there. Several of the great 
events, notahl.v the Curragh October and Leopards- 
town November race meetings were nbaudoiied, as 
not only was it practically Impossible for the public 
to travel, but it was absolutely dangerous for own- 
ers to entrust their valuable thoroughbreds to the 
railroad companies. In this way the owners were 
robbed of their chances of sharing in prize money 
which would have aggregated in the neighborhood of 
$40,000. 

Mr. Croker's success is all the more remarkable 
as his stable had not notched a winning bracket up 
to the end of June last. Clonbern, the stable’s crack 
two-year-old, was a disappointment, as he flattered 
only to deceive in his several races, and though “as 
handsome as paint” he must do better next year be- 
fore he can make g.wd the old proverb, “Handsome 
is that handsome does.” 

It was left to the young blood to sweep the board 
of all the two-year-old races and put the Glencairn 
Stable away in front, the American sired 
filly Amsterdam, by Amerlcus — Sabine Queen, 

starting the winning sequence when she won 
the Nurserj' I’late at the Curragh June meeting from 
high class rqiposition and afterward supplementing 
her victory by taking the time-honored and much 
coveted Anglesey Stakes of $5,000. This useful 
youngster goes into winter quarters unbeaten and 
should develop into a splendid type of thoroughbred 
racer by next year. 

Another American sired flll.v, Benanet, won the 
Irish National Breeders’ Produce Stakes of $5,000 at 
Phoenix Park, Dublin. This filly is out of Blakes 
town, a favorite mare of Mr. Croker’s, which won 
him many races, among them being the Irish Oaks. 
She is looked upon as one of the best matrons of 
Glencairn stud and her produce to Orb.v Is expected 
to be of the first water. Benanet’s performance was 
so Impressive that “Gaiety Theatre George Ed- 
wardes” took such a fancy to her that he asked Mr. 
Croker to name his own price for her, and she now 
goes to England for the remainder of her racing 
career. 

In speaking of the victories of these two-year- 
olds and also of their half sister, the English crack, 
two-year-old Lady Amerlcus. by Ameriois — Palotta, 
the pity of It is that Mr. Croker’s great sire is dead. 
That he is a serious loss to the European turf no 
one who is in touch with European racing can doubt, 
and those w'ho tried so hard to have bis name ex- 
punged from the English studbook must feel small 
when they look down the list of the wonderful stock 
that he produced in a few years. Of the highest 
class of conformation, they boar In every respect the 
stamp “thoroughbred." and they show it In every 
movement and in every line. 

Anumg the other crack youngsters that bore the 
Yale blue and gold to victory is Farrier, a brown 
colt by Farriman — St. lima, a beautiful colt and 
much the best of the bunch. He won the Baldoyle 
Foal Stakes like a good race horse, and it sjieaks 
well for his history that nearly everything behind 
him on that occasion has since finished in front. Ho 
is heavily engaged next year, among his liabilities 
being the Derby and the St. Leger. 

Then comes Simon Lass, a grand filly, by Simon- 
tault — Kilkenny Lass. She is the biggest winner 
of the stable, having won the “Juveniles” at the 
Curragh with an added value of $2,500. the I.«on 
ardstown Grand Prize of $5,000 and the “Railwa.vs” 
of $,3.,')00 at the Curragh September meeting. Mr. 
Croker had all the best of the deal when he pur- 
chased her from Mrs. Jackson Morton for $6,000. 
She has more than got back her purchase and is in 
many richly endow’ed stakes next year which she Is 
more than likely to win. 

Not the least asset of the stable Is Jockey Peter 
Hughes, who has ridden in great form during the 
season an«l who has been retained as first Jockey for 
the Glencairn Stable for 1912. He possesses* per- 
fect Judgment and Is an adept at nursing young 
horses for a final rush. 



KENTUCKY STALLIONS STANDING IN VIRGINIA 



New York. November 6. — Henry T. Oxnard Is 
much pleased with King James, which he purchased 
recently from S. C. Hildreth. The winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap arrived at the Blue Ridge Stud 
in Virginia in excellent health and Mr. Oxnard will 
busy himself this winter selecting mares of the 
right crosses to mate with the great son of Plaudit 
— Unsightly next spring. 

Fayette, another good horse bred at John E. 
Madden’s Hamburg Place, is standing at Blue Ridge. 
He made his first seastm In the stud last spring, 
having been mated with sli marcs owned by Mr. 
Oxnard. 



HOPEFUL FOR FUTURE OF RACING. 



August Belmont Will Continue to Race Beat of His 
Horses in America. 



New York. November 6. — “I never will give up 
the American turf for that of Europe until 1 am 
forced to do so. I would much rather race my 
horses in this country for purses than for stakes 
abroad.” 

In these words August Belmont, chairman of the 
Jockey Club, denied a rumor that he would ship 
all or his race horses abroad this fall and confine 
his racing ventures to England and France next 
season. He found time at the United Hunts race 
meeting on Saturday to talk about the future of the 
turf In this country. 

“Tlicn you are hopeful that there will be racing 
here again?” 

“Why, j-es. Why not?” was the reply. “There 
is no public clamor against racing. On the con- 
trary, there are at least 2,000,000 i>ersons in this 
.state who thoroughlj' enjoy horse racing. In* It be- 
tween tlmroughbreds or trotters. 'Fhe only opi>o- 
sition to it comes from those wlio do not seem to 
favor anything that siuaek.s of pleasure. 

“I do not intend to send my horses ^abroad — at 
least not for some time to come,” he added as an 
afierthought. “1 am so hopeful of the future that 
I have nM»<?rved all of iny best yearlings for this 
countrj’. These yearlings are a fine lot — alnnit tlie 
best, I think, I have ever ha«l. If 1 had any idea 
that there would riot be racing liere next year, 1 
would ship them abroad. But I lielieve that the 
reiiuest of the JtK:key Club that the so-called direc- 
tor’s liability law be removed will .some day come 
to pass.” 

“Is it true, as reported that S. C. Hildreth, who 
recently sailed for England, will train your lot of 
racers now at Newmarket, in conjunction with his 
own string?” 

“No,” was Mr. Belmont’s reply. “The few horses 
I have in England will remain in 'Watson’s charge. 
I will not make any change of trainers. Hildreth 
asked me before he sailetl if I would send over 
Watervale and Priscilllan so that he could train them 
in England. To Priscillian I objected. He had 
one trip abroad and was a failure. He did not train 
very well. About Watervale I have not yet made 
up m3' mind. The colt is a trifle lame, so he will 
not be shipped with the Hildreth horses next Satur- 
da>'. But when W’atervale recovers I think I may 
ship him to England. 

“Watervale, 30U know’,” he added with a touch of 
prWe in his voice, “was the best three-year-old colt 
of the year. He is by Watercress out of one of my 
favorite mares. Lade Violet. If I determine to send 
him abroad and If the trip and climate agree with 
him. 1 am certain he will win. 

“Do you know that there were 2,200 thorough- 
bred foals registered w’ith the Jockey Club this year? 
Isn’t that a surprise? It was beyond all expecta- 
tions. So many stallions and broodmares were sold 
In 1910 and shipped out of the country that I thought 
the bottom had fairb’ dropped out of the breeding 
industry. But this shows that there are many 
breeders who still have faith in the future of rac- 
ing and are not afraid to breed race horses.”

NORFOLK TRACK IS DELUGED 



WELL-BACKED HORSES WIN IN HE.AVY GOING 
AT JAMESTOWN COURSE. 



More Rain Follows Conclusion of Program and Track 
Will Be in Worse Condition Today — Madman 
Fails in Atlantic Hotel Handicap. 



Norfolk. Va., Novemlier 6. — W’ell backed horses 
won most of the purses run at the Jamestown 
Joc'key Club’s course this afternoon. Onager and 
Force were the outsiders that kieli>ed even up matters 
for the layers, although each of these two also had 
friends, especially the latter. The races were nm 
over a heavy track, hut the footing was not bad, 
as the time shows. At the conclusion of the pro 
gram, however, heavy rains set in, which means 
that the mud runners will be in their glory tomor- 
row'. The closest finish of the afternoon came with 
the running of the steeplechase, won by the favor- 
ite, Ringmaster, after a rather strenuous trip. Ring- 
master for s<>me reason did not appear to take 
kindly to the first two obstacles and Williams took 
him back from the pace to steady him a bit. After 
they had gone a turn of the field he w’as a dozen 
lengths behind the leader, but the last time around 
he gained steadily and in a driving finish lust man- 
aged to get up to win by a head from Prince Hamp- 
ton. Enniskillen was a distant trailer all the way. 
When the start came he stumbled and went to hla 
knees and he never appeared able to recover the 
ground he lost by the mishap. Saffell’s handling of 
the horse evidently was considered incompetent by 
the stewards, for after the race a ndiug was made 
which bars him from participating in any further 
races run during this meeting. 

McCahey and Peak won four of the races run on 
the flat, each piloting two of the winners. Peak’s 
victories came with the first and third races, which 
were w'on by Force and Bob R, while McCahey rode 
Camellia and Onager. 'The latter beat a shifty lot 
In the Atlantic Hotel Handicap, a dash of six fur- 
longs. for which Madman was strongly supportt'rt. 
Madman showed a great flight of speed, going to the 
front and leading to the stretch turn, where lack of 
condition told and he tired. From now on it prob- 
ably will take a shifty sprinter to beat Madman. 

Thore were more new' arrivals today. “Frisco'* 
Gardnej came from Baltimore, while Henry Wendt 
and M. D. Miller arrived from Spokane. George 
Sully arrived w'lth the horses owned by R. T. Mc- 
Keever. The latter will be rested after the Nor- 
folk meeting for the opening at Charleston. 

Several stables are due from Marlboro within the 
next day or two, including thqse of W”. B. Carson 
and S. Ross.

Mr. Johnson’s horses, including the good colt Ever- 
ett, are wintering at one of the Long Island tracks. 

ARRANGEMENTS FOR JUAREZ SHIPMENT. 

Cincinnati. O., November 6. — Preliminary arrange- 
ments for the special horse train that will leave 
for Juarez at the close of the Latonia meeting have 
been completed by Eugene Elrod. The train will 
l>e made up of ten or more horse cars, two Pull- 
mans, one baggage and a dining car. It is alto- 
gether likely that an extra Pullman will be re- 
quired to accommodate the horsemen and turf fol- 
lowers who have spoken for berths. 

The shipment will be one of the biggest that ever 
left this locality and the horses that will go repre- 
sent some of the largest stables now racing at La- 
tonia. Among the owners who will ship on tho 
special are Henry McDaniel, w’ith 16 head: J. T. 
Ireland, with 10 horses: George M. Odom, 14; W. J. 
Spiers, 10; Green B. Morris, 6; E. M. Phillips, 4; 

C. P. Lamar. 4; O. Blanchi, 8; Lew Marion, 6; 
J. C. Cahn, 6; P. J. Miles, 4; D. C. CotUe, 4; J. 
W. Young, 2; A. D. Worley. 3; 'W. St. Vincent, 
4; "W. C. Weant, 3, and D. Hammond, 4. This 
list will be considerably augmented before the day 
of departure. 

The train will leave the Latonia yards of the L. 
and N. on Monday, November 13. as soon as the 
horses are loaded. The route will be to Louisville, 
thence to Memphis, where the train will be taken 
In charge by the Iron Mountain Railroad. The route 
from there will lead through Dallas and Fort Worth, 
where the train will be sent over the line of the 
Texas and Pacific for the last leg of the journey to 
El Paso, which city will be reached Thursday morn- 
ing. The officials of the different roads over which 
the special will pass will be instructed to get It 
through to its destination as speedily as possible. 
As there will be a dining car on the train, stops 
will not have to be made for meals, as was the 
case with last year’s special, and the only stops 
that will be made will be for the purpose of chang- 
ing engines. 

The Jockey Club Juarez officials have made ar- 
rangements for the quick transfer of tho train to tho 
Juarez race track upon its arrival at El Paso. 
There will he a representative of the club aboard 
the train, who will attend to the making out of the 
customs house papers, and .at El Pa.so customs in- 
spectors will be on hand upon the train’s arrival 
to pass the horses through without any uiineccesar.v 
delay. 

The ton stakes that will be decided during tho 
first part of the meeting are filling remarkablv 
wcdl. and Secretary Ed Jasper, who is at Latonia 
taking entries, is of the opinion that tliis season’s 
total list of nominations will eclipse that of any 
former year. .Mr. Jasper will not leave Latonia for 
El Paso until after the present meeting closes. He 
will be at Latonia every morning and will receive 
nominations until next Thursday, the day for the 
closing of the stakes.
